After the e.xaiuinatiou of the se^^oant. 
of police cousideroble time was lost 
tlirougli the non-appearauco of Ciiief Clerk 
Dowler who had been called by the |)rose- 
cutioii to prove the existence uf a scrap "f 
|ja{>er containing a drawing of a black 
imiid, one of the exhibits' of the oaso 
which had been lo.st. 

lli.s lordship cuuunented on the non- 
appearance (jf the witness as an iutolerahle 
l)iece uf impcrtineuce. 

Benjamin ¥. Athertoii, recalled: Iden- 
tified tho hundwritinii on certain docii- 
iiieiits Imr.ded him by Mr. Taylor. 

'I'o Ilia lordship — X was not driving a 
w;i;;on for Mi-. Sehl when [ postod the 
letter addressed to Air. Howard. When 
I gave my eviilencc. in the [lolice court it 
was not taken down at once. Tho wit- 
ness went into an e.xplaiiutiun of hov,- the 
mistake occurred. 

The next witness called was Mr. Hyde, 
of .San Fmiicisoo, an expert in ohif'- 
graphy. He testified: My name is Henry 
C. llyile, I am an attorney al law of the 
iiuprcme cuiiii. of California and an ex- 
jjei't in handwriting. 1 havu made liaiul- 
wfiting a study for thirty years, aiiil ha\'e 
made tlie exaniinatiun of handwritiiij/ my 
business for several years. An expert 
goes to work to compare handwriting by 
analyzing the characteristics of the writers. 
No two men over wrote the same Imnd, 
and no man ever wrote two distinct hands- 
An ex])urt notices tho apparent and real 
ditl'ercnces and resemblances. In de^er- 
mining if two pieces of writing are by tho 
same hand or dili'urent, we analyse the 
cliaractoristica of both. The liaud in 
writing moves in a certain forai meohaiii- 
call^ without any ellbrt of laiain. The 
individuality of writing cannot be con- 
cealed. I look for tlie real characteristics 
of writing, no matter what tlie resemb- 
lances may be. In this case theio is a 
propuiider.-ince of resemblance. 1 cm 
toll whether a letter is in a feigned 
hand by lhe same mothoda I have 
moiitioiiod. In feigned writing tlie 
writer tries to escape his individu- 
ality. A man writing a feigned hand 
generally gives few indications of his in- 
dividuality al the firsl, but lapses into 
his individuality. 1 have examined a 
number of papers in this ease, cominene- 
iiig on Monday iiioiiiing last, usiiijr my 
instruments in coiinootTon with tho oxani- 
ination. (Instruments produced and their 
working explained to tho jury.) Tho wit- 
ness proceeded to explain how. by moans 
of Ilia instrumeiita, he w.is able to, first, 
make eiilar;;ed copies of pieces of luind 
writing. 1 have made a niunber of selec- 
tions, to sho>v where th« oharactoriatios 
of the prisoner's writing arei found in tho 
disputed writing. Only whore the writer 
fails to disguise his hand, and lapses into 
hi* natural characterLstioa, iiave I thought 
it neceisanr to make Belectiona for com- 
parison. I first study the characteristics 
of tho undisguised hand, and then look 
for tliese characteristics in the disputeil 
writing. I have here the results of my 
comparison of the hand Writing; in 8 
plates of tracing of different selections 
from the writing of the prisoner, and tho 
disputed writing. The plates were handed 
to the jury for inspection. 

Witness, to Jlr. Taylor — Tii writing 
naturally a good many people's writing 
appears to be very dill'oi'enl. 1 base 
my judgment on unconscious char- 
acteristics of Iho writing. 1 have 
e.xamined the exliibits, the series of 
threatening letters. They were all writ- 
ten by the same hand, and the envelopes 
also addressed by the same hand. I did 
not analyse the Greek characters; the 
Spanish was written by the same person. 
I have no doubt that tho writing on ex- 
hibits .) and 22 weru written by the same 
hand. Tho writing on oxliibii 22, below 
the signature, is written by the same 
haiul a.s the body of tho letter. On ex- 
hibit .J, an old copy of the Social fPyi-/./, 
is written in blue pencil, "Hon. Robert 
Dunsmuir." These words contain the 
sanio characteristicH of the prisoner's 
writing. The same churacloristica are 
plainly observable, particularly in tho ad- 
dress of the envoloj)e, containing thJ 
letter to Mr. Dunsmuir of August 14th- 
Plate 1 ia a magnitied tracing of the word 
"Robert," found on the envelope; Plato 
4, a ti-acing'of the word ''Robert," on ex- 
hibit .1. The character of tho two letters 
"B," is identical. I found the aaino 
characteristics of Iho writing in the 
threatening letters in oilier docutnoiits 
submitted to mo for e.\aiiiiiiati(jn. 

Exhibits 14jto 25, identitied as the docu- 
ments raferred to. 

1 have formed tlie ojiinion that the 
writer of tho disputed letters, and the 
writer of exhibits 11 to 26 Was one 
and the same person. 

To his lordship 'I'lie disputed luttors 
comprise the seven threatening letters i" 
court. After having carefully examined 
the documents in court, I am tirmly of 
tho opinion that the writer of those an- 
onymous letters was tho writer of exhib- 
its l-l to 25. (Small calendar produceil 
by I'olico Sergeant Walker, and taken 
from prisoner's pocket book, prodiieed. ) 
Tile writing on this caleiul.-vr was writ - 
ten evidently by Dr. (iriflin and by the 
same person that wrote tlie letters eoin- 
[ii ising exhibits 14 to 25, 

The witness proceeded to illuHlralo tho 
peculiar character of various lellers i'> 
show to the jury how his conclusions were 
arrived at. 

At one o'clock Mte court adjourned for 
luncheon.

llie evidence of Mr. ilyde was contiiuieil- 

Tho result of lhe examination of the 
handwriting, the witness sbited, was tlmt 
he had no doubt that the seven lettei.s 
wero all written by one hand, and that 
all seven letters wore written by the same 
hand as that which penned tho other 
exhibits, said to bo the prisoner. Owing 
to lack of time he had l)eou unablo t" 
make as many coiniiHrisons and drawinga 
as he would otherwiso have done. Oin^ 
marked characteristic of tho prisoner'a 
writing was thu blind loop, particuUrly 
obsorvabWn the formation of the capital 
l-jttor M. 

Cross-exaiiiineil by Mr. W alker— 1 have 
given evidence a great many times mid 
have been subjected to a severe orosa-ex- 
umination, 1 have compared tho writing 
on the threatening lettera with others to

The urimes principally aro^io 
from disputes about land. Inspector Rice 
deposed that he understood that tho nitoon- 
lighters executed the behestsof the l^gue, 
but on cross-examination the vribness 
could not give a isingle instance of the 
kind. 

Kriirulcut Too I,nlr. 

London, Nov. 29. — General Davis, 
M. P. for Kensington, who was com mittod 
to prison on Tuesday, for c(4iitempt of 
court, in failing to pay £'li,778, which lie 
owed as adininiatiatorof his uncle's estate, 
ofl'ered to-day Lo apologi/.o and to refund 
tho money. The judge, however, refused 
lo interfere with the warrant that had 
been issued. The money tu litiuidate 
Gen. Davis's debt was subscribed by 
Tories in order to prevent the disgrace of 
his arrest to fall upon them in Parlia- 
ment. 

Tbe Hliechj' Inrldriit. 

LoNDu.v, Nov. 29. — The committee ap- 
[lointed \>y llie House of ConiiiioiiB to in- 
vestigate the complaint of .Slieehy that 
tho summons ,vas served upon him in the 
lobby of the house, met to-day. Among 
the Irish police present were Inspector- 
General Reed and Inspectors Gennings 
and Lawndersden, from Limerick. .Toie- 
miah Sullivan, the constable who served 
the summons on Mr. Sheehy, produt^ed a 
batch of suniinonaes which lie had intend- 
ed serving upon Irish members of parlia- 
ment. The newspaper reporters were 
exeludod from the proceedings of the com- 
mittee.

Mr. Edmund Robertson, liberal, remind- 
ed the houae that tho expulsion of a mem- 
ber was decreed for a broach of trust. 
Mr. Smith deprecated any h isty action. 
Mr. Healy then intimated that unless the 
(/overnment took action in thu matter, he 
would move on Tuesday that a new writ 
be issued to fill Gen. Davis' seat iu the 
house.

London, Nov. 29.- (ienoral Davis, who 
has hitherto boon only nominally im- 
prisoned under the warrant of arrest, was 
actually put in priaim after Iho court's 
decision to-day.

circulated in the House of Commons that 
Lord Compton (liberal) had been elected 
in llolborn district.

A EUROPEAN SDNSATION. 



Eufflaad Declines to Assist' Germany 
in Colonizlufir East AMca 



And the Latter Power Feels Ofl'ended at the 
BefUsal— it Says the Time Hay Ooine When 
England WiU 'B<iQ|ii^ .tlie Friendship of a 
Continental Power.

LoNCPN, Nov. 28. — Quite a sensation 
haa been t;aused in political circles, both 
here and oil the continent, and wide at- 
tention attracted generally by a aemi- 
oflicial note published by the Berlin press. 
The note contains a protest against tho 
opposition of England to tho efibrts of 
Germany in Zanzibar. It asserts that 
anti-German tendencies prevail in Eng- 
land, and the co-operation' in- A&ican 
achemea that might bo given to Germany, 
is through their influence denied. irer- 
many is forced to conclude, gays tho note, 
that England does not nued Germaiiy'a 
friendship. Then follows what may be 
looked on as a warning to the insular 
powers: "It is true thst it is improbable 
tliatiituations may arise in the immediate 
future in which England may feel the 
wantof friendship from a continental 
power, but such condition of 
.•ifl'airs is not impossible." The note 
ia but the legitimate outcome of the feel- 
ing that has long existed in Germany over 
the hesitation of English politicians to 
commit the British Government to the 
doubtful policy of asaisting Germany to 
help herself to whaxever benefits the east 
coast of Africa may present. Tho osten- 
sible object of the desired co-partnership 
ia to root out tho slave trade, and to make 
East Africa and Zanzibar safe to Euro- 
peans. As a colonizer and reclaim.er of 
saVagejBOuntries, England has had greats 
success than Glermany, and the latter 
knows this, aud for this reason, longs for 
English assistance. But England does 
not propose to help Germany to colonize 
Africa, and this is why the op-jwr^enhip 
is denied.

Tho only other inlluence it has is a bad 
one, for it will deepen tlio inipressioii 
that there is nothing in Canada worth 
seein;; except its ice pahico and its winter 
sports, and Ihat it is a coiititry in which 
there are not fiiur seasons but ono, and 
that ono, winter. The Moiitreiil 
carnival is a mercenary arrange- 
ment from., ^rat to, last. Its 
only object is to draw visitors. t».' tho city 
in order that they may spend their money 
there. It is a' big s'pectocular' exldbitiun 
got up for the sake of the nionoy taken 
at tiiu door, and which people from all 
part.s of tlu' continent are expected to tit- 
tend. 1 1 i.s suriiri.iing tliat soino tjf tho 
pcilormers allow tliemselve.s to be used 
for i,i> ii^Mioljle a pnrpi.'So. If Montreal 
nnist havo ii carnival, why do not the on- 
tiM-priaing pjopriotors of the show get up 
Olio in summer? There 'w6uld be some 
sense, for instance, in a haryeat carnival, 
at which the products of our wide and fer- 
tile country oould be artistically displayed. 
Such a carnival would convince tho world 
tliat Canada has a summer — a season in

A CANAUIAN'8 ISTPAESSIONS. 

Some time ago we showed our readers 
what a United States newspaper man 
thought of Ireland and Irish affair* from 
pei'-^'Uml observation; to-day we reproduce 
, for their information the iiiiproasion 
which a visit to tho (iroeii Isle made up- 
on a Canadian journalist. Thu Caiiadiati 
is of French t'.\tractiou, aiid it may fairly 
))e concluded Ih.at Ilia predelict ions were 
not in lavor of tlio lii.sli. .\ltliough the 
French Canadian.'^ and the Irish are in 
Quebec co-roligionista as well as neigh- 
bors, thoy have no great love for each 
other. Tho French population of Quebec 
are not by nny means enthusiastic on the 
Irish <)uestion. Those of thoin that are 
not politicians are disposed to be critical 
■when I rish subpH'ts <:l)mu lip for discuss- 
ion, and I ht'ir sympat hies iiri! not always 
wdli tlu' lioiiie Uulo agitators. U'u may 
Hay fiirlh<'r, lhal if Ml'. Tardivel has seen 
njuc-h of pioneer lifi: in \lueln'c h(! is able 
to coiopare Ihe coiidil ion of the Irish 
tenantry with the poorest class of Canad- 
ian Mottlurs. The bnckwoodainan in tho 
province of Quebec has many difficulties 
to face and many hardships to endure 
which the settlers on wild lands in other 
pivjviiices a\'e not required to overcomo 
and to suftor. The hind is liiiiil to clear, 
the climate is severe, and tho market, 
when lie has anything to sell, 
is iliHlant, ;in<l not always so lively 
it iiiiglit lie. .-X jjoor settler 
ill (.Jiieln'c is pri'lty nearly as badly olf as 
iiny one in C .nada t^xcejit (he idle and 
vicious inhabitants of thu cities. Uut as 
the reader will see tho .Canadian' observer 
considered the Vdry pborest ' of the 
struggling sottlers of his province far 
better ofl' than many uf thu Irish tenants. 
This is hifi doscription of the condition 
in which he found tlioin: 

"I have been through tho now scttlu- 
inoiits in the Canadian forests; 1 have 
.Mcun the lt!ast, advanced and tho very 
poorest: of our HoK lids; bid I have; never 
soon anything l<i compare with tho .shock- 
ing state of things here. And our sottlers, 
miserably poor as they may be, painful as 
ini'-y bo thoir work, and groat as may be 
the hardships which thoy have to onduro, 
bav(' at IcH.'tt the consolation of hope. 
'I boy know tiiat, after n fow years tlioir 
labor will be crowned with comfort and 
judependenco, and that they trill be Ihuir 



own niastors; but those unfortunates havo 
no hope of improving their condition. 
They barely get the most niiaeruble snb- 
aistence from the holdings they cultivate. 
After paying the ruinous rent imposed on 
them for having improved the land, 
they are obliged to go or send their 
children to England to earn a few pounds 
every year. Such in a fow words is the 
result of tho landlord .system in this part 
of the country ■* * ■* And those til- 
lers of the soil are obliged to |)ay rent. 
Tho thing had to bo repeated to nio sev- 
eral times before 1 could believe it. Tho 
idea of a man, were he even the most 
heartless landlord, being impudent 
enough to demand rent for such 
places and from people who can^ hardly 
keep soul and body together, is not in- 
iquitous, but supremely ridiculous. '* '* 
On landing 1 was anxious to witness an 
eviction: I do not want any longer to 
800 one, for 1 am certain 1 would either 
die or say something that would place me 
in the grip of tho police and prolong my 
stay indelinitely in Ireland." 

There is no room to doubt tho sincerity 
of tho man who wrote these indignant 
sentences, lie was shocked and horrified 
al the misery he witnessed and at the 
utter unreasonableness of compelling 
people in such a. wrototaed condition to 
pay rent. We may say that he was en 
route for Killamey, ono of tho most beau- 
tiful places on the face of the earth, when 
he saw these specimens of the Irish ten- 
antry. 

MR. BLAKE DKCLINES. 

Mr. Blake, on being invited by Mr.Hen- 
jsmin E. Swayzie to deliver a lecturo be- 
foro tho IngersoU llranch of the Imperial 
Federation League on Imperial Federa- 
tion, doclintid. His reply shows that Mr. 
Blako has changed his mind on this sub 
ject. Fourteen years ago at Aurora he 
advocated a Federal Union between Can- 
ada and Great Britain. He believed that 
the time had then arrived in which it 
would be for the benefit both of Canada 
and the Mother Country to be united 
more closely and on terms more nearly 
a|ii)ii. aching equality. The reasons he 
gave fiU' his opinion were slnnig, and the 
speech at thu time created much discus- 
sion. He alluded to this speech and tho 
manlier in which it was received in his 
reply to the IngersoU invitation. His 
speech, he said, " was coldly received and 
wo drifted on." "In my poor opinion," 
ho continued, "the drift has continued 
adverse, and, apart from this, very much 
lias occurred here and elaowhore tending 
to convert dillicultii's into impossibilities, 
1 was obligiid to decline requests to iden- 
tify myself with tho recent movement 
both for the reason given, and also be- 
cause I had not, oilber as a Canadian or 
as a citizen of the Knipire, any sympathy 
with some of the views brought forward 
by the chief supporters of tho movement." 
Of course, Mr. Blake was at perfect liber- 
ty to change his mind with respect to im- 
perial confederation if he saw fit. Qe is 
neither to be praised nor blamed for act- 
ing according to his convictions. But it is 
diflicult to see what objections there are 
now to imperial confederation that were 
not equally forcible fourteen years ago. 
How, what were then ditliculties, can 
have ill tho interval been t ransfm'ined in- 
to impossibilitios, may bo seen by Mr. 
liluke, but there aro many very intelli- 
gent peoiile who have arrived at tho very 
opposite couolusiun. What apiioared to 
I hem impossibilities fourteen years ago 
iiavo been, as time has gone on, mini- 
lied into diiticulties , and those 
too, by no means insiijierable. In 1874 
Imperial Federation had not even a name. 
Those who bulievod in a clo.sor uiiimi ot 
the colonies with (ireat Britain wore re- 
garded as mere dreamers, harmless en- 
thusiasts, who advocated a theory 
which was utterly iiiii)racticable. But now 
there are many practical statesmen who, 
not only hope, but expect, that a feder- 
ation of the I'hiipire will be consummated 
in the not very distant future. And they 
are proving thoir faith by their works, for 
they are exerting themselves to bring 
about what they regard as a most desirable 
change in the relations between tho 
Mother Country and her colonies. The 
"views" of these advocates of Imperial 
Federation need not havo given Mr. 
Blake any annoyance, for they were, ono 
and all, jnirposely indetinite. Tile Fod- 
oiutioiiiats wisely refrain from going into 
detail, thoy do not believe in roady-made 
constitutions. They wore willing 
to wait — to allow tho project to ma- 
ture in a natural way. They 
considered that nothing could be done 
by forcing. Federation is, thoy be- 
lieve, to be a growth rather than a pro- 
cess of manufactura, and whatever 
"views" were expressed by any of its 
ailvocates were merely |iersoiial to those 
who formed them, and were not regarded 
as, in any degreu, authoritative. Not 
the most remote hint was over given that 
any " view " of any member of the 
League stood the slightest chance of be- 
ing adopted. Mr. Blake's views, if he 
had thought x>roper to join tho movement, 
si oixl as good a chance of being accepted as 
tiuise of any of its advocates. It does not 
si em lo us that Mr. lilako's reasons for 
abandoning thi- jiroject of Imperial 
Federatii a wliii h he was ono of tho first 
ti) advocate are quite as strong as they 
might be. Thiiie may, however, be 
others in the backgnmnd. 

EDlTORIAL*COMMENTa. 

I'koi'm; at the Antipodes have learned 
I ho art of booniiiig. In fact tho owiiora 
of real oatale in Melbourne have becomo 
profioionts in the business. Thoir city 
though a fine one does not possess aviy 
cxtrunrdinary advantages. It is situated 
on a sluggish and. (shallow river, and can- 
iKjt be reached -by ocean steamships, 
which must land their passengers and dis- 
charge their cargoes at its mouth. In 
this iin|iorlant aspect it is far inferior to 
Sydney in which there is no boom. Hut 
from some iiiHcriitable cause many peo])Io 
have been seized with a crazo to own land 
ill or near Melbourno. Tho prices paid 
for frontage on some of the streets aro 
in illy fabulous. On Collins street land 
has boon sold for 910,000 a foot frontage. 
Kesidonoo property in the near suburbs 
has brought 83,000 a foot, and land has 
risen in proportion in other parts of the 
city. Tho prices are admitted to be pre- 
post"roiiu, and a ruinous collapse has been 
predicted, but the collapse does not conio 
and Iho priues keup up to llig buoniing 



point. It is quite evident from this, and 
other indications, that Australia is 
nourishing, and that those who have the 
best opportunities of, observing its pro- 
gross believe that it has a great future 
before it. 



The Onijoniaii denies that the Buiall- 
pox is epidemic in rortland. It declares 
that the authorities havo not tried to sup- 
press the truth 'about the disease, and 
that the press' ' has' Aot aided them in 
kuopintf the subject of the dread visita- 
tion in the background. An account, it 
says, has boon publisho:! of every case and 
every por8'>n known to be infoctod has 
boon isolated. The origin of tho disease 
is not duo to tho presence of the Chinoso 
in Portland. As far as is known it was 
brouglit into tho city by a family of im- 
migrants from tho east. There have dur- 
ing the last three or four weeks been not 
more than twenty-three cases in Portland 
and East Portland. The smallpox has 
sprood to Tacoma and in proportion to its 
population it has had as many cases as 
Portland, but intelligent ellbrt there has, 
it IS said, stopped the spread of the dis- 
ease. It is evident that the authorities 
in both cities havo acted with jirudence 
and good judgment. They have taken 
precaution to prevent the disease sproad- 
ing to other placet..

" Another Citizen " has to some extent 
misunderstood my letter <jf Tuesday last. 
I may thorofore as well tell him at tho 
outset that I am in favor of tho proposed

nancial undertaking. On the question 
that there should be no monopoly we are 
agreed. 1 am not opijoaod to but in favor 
of having tho cars on Vatea alreet, which 
with Uoui.rlas street «oiild serve every 
purpose, north and south, east .ind west, 
l)Ut as I said before, 1 hope tho mayor 
and counuil will seriously consider tho 
wisdom of keeping the cars out of Gov- 
ei mnent street and Store streets, which 
will soon bo found too narrow for our 
growing traffic, together with a street 
railway.

There is noth- 
iiig particularly noticeable about them. 
Tlio T'a are peculiar. 1 know nothing 
about Russian writing, can tell Russian in 
I)rint. 1 noticed that the small in's 
were nuide in a variety of wayH. 1 
noticed that some of tho m's ran 
• down fnnn tho line. All tho small 
m's did not. They were made in abuoat 
every way that it is possible to form the 
letter. The prisoner's small m's are more 
apt to-.be.pointod at the tpp . thau ronnd- 
ed. The three parts of the in in Dr. 
(iritiiii's writing are generally of equal 
height. (Letter ijroduceil by iMr. Walker 
and handed to witness. ) This letter con- 
tains some pecidiarities that belong to the 
prisoner's- liand and some do noli, i 
would have to weigh both to say w-hether 
it was the j)risonor'3 writing or not. 1 
have compared tho writing in this lotter 
with that of the disputed letter, 1 do nut 
think they are written by the same per- 
son. I have looked at the letter K in the 
wold look. (Witness proceeded to ex- 
plain the formation of the letter for the 
benefit of tho jury.) When th,-it K was 
made f do not think it was nuido as a V, 
and the down stroke afterwards added. 1 
could tell if it had been so formed. The 
K in the word peak was not made in that 
way. I do noi state this as an opinion 
but as a fact. (Proceeded to illustrate 
the formation of liie letter to the jury.) 
1 am sure it was made with inie iiiove- 
nient. 1 don't know how many move- 
ments of the hand Dr. (irillin's K's were 
made with. 1 can tell if 1 look. His 
ordinarj- small K is in the form of a caj 
ilal, -ivith two nrjvuments. (By reipiest 
of a juror the lotter K in the woi-d Lojia 
tecki, disputed letter, was placed under 
the glass, ) 

His hudship- -What are you trying to 
))rove, Mr. Walker t 

iMr. Walker - 1 am trying to shako the 
evidence of the export. It is a (jnestion 
of fact for ihe jury. 

His lordship could not see- the force of 
the examination at all. It was very aim 
ilurtoacase whore a few marked cuius 
were found in the pocket of a thief. It 
was not a p(jint bearing on the case, that 
other coins not marked were also found. 
He thought if Mr. Walker continued his 
examinati(m in this way he would never 
gut through. 

The witness, continuing the examina- 
tion of documents produced by Mr. Wul- 
ker, noted many examples of the letter 
M, runnini,' down, that is the second and 
third strokes were further below the line 
than the tirst. The D on ono of the 
threatening letters is ])eculiar. It is made 
by making an O and then adding a stroke 
down. 1 see one very much like it. Dr. 
(Irithn's "sh" is in some respects like the 
' 'sh" m sheriff, in exhibit 29. In the 
threatening letters 1 cannot say whether 
or not the writer of the anonymous let- 
ters stopped to dot his i's. My imin-ession 
is that the i's in the letters are not con 
iiected with the next letter. 1 don't 
know whether Dr. Grillin forms his i's in 
this manner or not. 1 cannot say whether 
it is the custom of the writers of these 
documents to atop and cross their t'.s. The 
t's in Dr. Griffin's writing are generally 
di.scLiniiected, if my nienmry serves 
me right. I do not remember say- 
ing of certain letters that they 
were not capable of proving anything 
either way. The t in the disputed letters 
I did not think it iieuessary to uxaunne. 
1 could not give' any opinion of a man's 
hand writing from two letters. All the 
di3|)uted letters are undouljtedly written 
in a feigned ^land. J know that Dr. 
(Ji-illin was charged with writing threat- 
ening letters when 1 examined 1 he writ- 
ing. 

To Mr. Taylor— In regard to ;the letter 
K, found ill the word L(jpatecki, in one 
of the disputed letters, it has been mad 
with a V stroke and a downward dash. 

To the foreman, — 1 h.-ive no doubt what- 
ever that all tho anonymous lettei-a wer 
written in a feigned hand, and I have very 
little doubt in .s.'iying timt the h.-ind that 
wrote the letters in e.xhibit signed by Dr. 
(irilliii, also wrote the disputed letters. 

Wellington J. Dowler sworn, —1 am 
clerk of the police court, 1 took the de- 
positiun at the poliee court, and received 
the exhibits. I remember receiving a 
small exhibit with a drawing of a black 
haiul. After the closing of tilt; investiga- 
tion 1 locked up the depositicjiis and ex- 
hibits until 1 delivered all in my pipsses- 
sion to Mr. Irving. I have searched for 
the exhibit on which was sketched the black 
haiul. Mr. Why te called on me a few days 
ago and told me the exhibit was lost. I 
searched for it but could not Iind it. 

To Mr. Walker — I was not subpiened 
to give evidence in this case until to- 
day. 

To his lordship -1 remember clearly 
the sketch of the black hand. 1 don't 
know whether or not I gave it to Mr. 
li-ving. 

His lordship— This does not prove tho 
loss. It rather proves the safety of the 

document. 

Deputy .Attorney-Oeneral Irving de- 
posed to receiving the ile|H)sitiuiis jiiul 
exhibits from the police court, from i\lr. 
Dowler, on Saturday. The parcel was 
rolled ill paper with the ends open. 
Locked exhibits in the .safe, where they 
temaine<l until Monday morning, when 
they were brought to court. 1 made no 
search amiiiig the documents, i never 
saw the sketch myself. 1 placed tli 
threatening letters in an envelope, to 
keep them together. The sketch was nut 
witli them. 

Mr. Prevost, registrar of the Court, de- 
|)(ised that the sketch was not in the 
bundle received by him. 

I'lis lordship -I think there is reasonable 
pix)iif of the loss of the paper, .A^r. Taylia'. 
You may give secondary evidence. 

Benjamin F. Athert/Oii — Among tin; 
[japers I placed in the garret of the 
liuilding at tho corner of Broad and A'at es 
streets, and from which I look whatever 
were ill Dr. (Jritliu's handwriting some 
time this moiilli, was a slip of pajier with 
a black hand on it. it was a retraining, 
a|i|j;ii-eiitly from a piece of blotting p.-ipci- 
with a black hand on it. 1 .saw the jjieoe 
ofjpaper after 1 gave it to Mr. Cornell, in 
the police court. It was not a direct draw- 
ing, but an impression. It came out of 
Dr. (Iriflin's iiocket. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Walker — I ]iut 
the papers ill the garret some time in 
.luiie. 1 don't know vvlietlieror iioL there 
is a black hand pointing up the stairs to 
Di'. (irillin's othce. I saw no boys in the 
garret at any time. 1 did not make that, 
ilrawiiig of the black hand. 

i\Ir. Walker objected to the rocuption 
of the evidence, lleelainnal that there 
was IKJ evidence to prove that the papcu- 
put ill the garret could not have been 
changed. 

W. ,1. Dowler, recalled: Reiiieinbor 
the last document very well. It was 
marked "exhibit I." It was a small ir- 
regular shaped ])ioce of paper, on which 
was a dim outline of a black hand, pre- 
cisely the same, in size, direction and jiro 
portion as the hands on exhibits. The 
" iiiid was not blacked within; it was not 
tilled out in black. 

To Mr. AValker— 1 do not remember 
comparing it with the hand on Mr. How ' 
ard's letter. 

Mr. Taylor — That closes tho case for 
the prosecution. 

The court adjourned until I 'M) p.m. 

EVENING SESSION. 
The case for the prosecution buUig clos- 
ed, Mr, Walker opened his defence. He 



roniatked to the jury that they irid 'icai-d 
but one side of the case. There have 
bjon throe deteotivrts from San Francisco 
at work, there has boon n man who claims 
to have been a private secretary, but who 
will be proved to be a traitor, there has 
boon an an o.cport in hand writing em- 
ployed, unlimited money has been ex- 
pended, private detectives, Mr. Whyto 
may bo called ono, post oflico clerks, 
deputy sheriffs, etc., have been employed 
to watch Dr. Griffin, the inteiitiun from 
the start being to convict hiin. The whole 
easo for the proseciutimi haiigs on the evi- 
dence of Mr. Atherton, and if I can 
prove to you that he is not bi; believed, 
the case for the prosecution falls. 1 will 
produce witnesses who will swear that 
they would not believe Mr. .Vtlierton on 
oath. I will jiroduce tho evidence of two 
Greek scholars. They are not exjierts, 
but we will do the best we can. 1 will 
also prove to you that the writer of the 
letter 1 in'oduced for Mr. Hydo's iiispec- 
tion in cross-examination was Mr. Lo- 
patecki's. I do not mean to insinuate for 
one inonient. that lAIr. Lopatecki was the 
writer of th(3 threatening letters. I will 
Jiroduce other evidence which, with what 
I have mentioned, will constitute our de- 
fence. I will first call Mr. .1. J. Shiiia- 
barger. 

Mr. .Shinabarger, sworn: 1 am foreni.'in 
in tho StandarJ ollice. 1 know Mr. Lo- 
jiatecki's writing. 1 have seen him write. 
(Letter i)i-oduced.) This is _Mr. Lopii- 
tecki's handwriting. 

Mr. Taylor — I understand we can call 
Mr. Lopatecki in rebuttal of this evi- 
dence ? 

Mr. Walker — I shall have no objec- 
tion. 

Witness, continuing — These four let- 
ters (produced) are in Mr. Lopateckl's 

handwriting. 

Cross-ex.-imined by deputy attorney- 
general: 1 received these pa|)ers as copy 
from the Stitiiihird. Part of this co]n- 1 
received from Mr. Lopatecki himself. 
One or two pueces were taken from his 
hook. 1 have been with the Utaiidurd 
ever since it chaiigeil to an evening paper, 
about the Ctli of August. 1 was in New 
Westminster before I came here, before 
that was in California where I le;irned 
my trade. 1 never met Dr. (irilliii in my 
life. Three days ago I met Mr. Walker 
and be asked me if 1 had any objection to 
coming U) court as a witness. 1 told him 
1 co'.ihi recognize Mr. Lopatecki's hand- 
writing. 1 have seen tho papers submit- 
ted to ine, before. After they passed 
through my hands as cony they went in 
tho waste box. 1 took them from the 
waste box; the one piece, the day before 
yesterday. 

Mr. Walker asked ma if 1 
cfiuhl get him some specimens of 
Mr. Lopatecki's writing. 1 g(]t one of the 
other pieces yesterday. I got all the 
specimens of Mr. Lojiatecki's writing ])ro- 
dueod, on two visits to the waste jiajier 
basket. 1 recognize the docuiuonts as 
in Mr. Lopatecki's writing. The lirst two 
words, " Deputy-.Sherili," .-ire in my 
writing. The body is in Mr. Lopatecki's 
wriiing. 1 knew that the the tirst words 
were in my writing when 1 came into 
court. 

Mr. Irving — I am done with Mr. Shina- 
barger. 

Maurice Lopatecki, sworn— Exhibits 
.'iO, ;f], 1)2 and .'3,'!, |n'oduced, are in my 
handwriting, wilh the exception of the 
words " Deputy Sheriff." 

Toa juror— I dou't consider there is a 

great resemblance between my writing 
and Dr. Griffin's. There is .i certain siiii- 
ilarity. 

.•V,.J. Woodward called, identilied as 
his, the writing on exhibit L, 

Rev. A. .1. Beanlands, swoni — I have 
seen these two photographs of writing 
before. I know (Ireek, .and a little about 
Russian letters. (Exhibit 211 produced.) 
1 think 1 have seen two pages of this. 
Don't know that 1 have seen the inside 
p,-if,'es. 

Mr. AA'alker — Will you compare the 
writ ing w ith that of the tliroateiiing let- 
ters, and |ioint imt any similarity. 

Witness - I do. The likeness struck 
me till! lirst time 1 saw them. As a rule 
the i'.s are dotted, and the t's crossed, by 
the writer, bef(ue ho jiroceeds with the 
w<ird. There is also a similarity in the 
k's. In every case the k's are made like 
a V with a tail, the second stroke com- 
mencing from the base of the lirst, and 
then tho tail is added. The k's of the 
Greek are similar. 1 think if a man had 
a classical education he would be apt to 
put bis (ireek k's into his English. The 
L's in the Greek struck iiie as being very 
peculiar. The letter is made in a very 
facile way, as I never saw it before. ( The 
witness proceeded to illustrate his method 
of forming the L, and the nietlual used 
in the lotter.) 1 have seen L's in the 
Hussi.an made as the letter is made in 
these letters. I n comp.iriiiL; the letters 
with exhibit 2!), 1 noticed that the i's are 
freoueiitly made witlnait any tirst stroke. 
In the Greek, the m's are made in a very 
curious way, like an English m with a 
hmg tail. 
His lordship — A long handle. 
Witness — A long handle. I conld call 
attention to many peculiaritiea in the 
(.irei^k, but 1 don't know that they wimld 
bear on the case. 

Cro.ss-exainiueil by Mr. Irving — Thi^ 
(ireek u rilingis very tlueiit. The letter 
llicJii i.s written in an old fashioned way. 
1 heard tho expert say he had not cmn- 
parotl the Greek. I have made no study 
of the comparisons of handwriling. I 
havo a knowledge of, ,-nid lake ;in interest 
in (ireek. Tlie degree of 1 1. .A., Loudon, 
would mean Bachelor of .Arts at the I'lu- 
versity of London. A doctor of medicine 
has to jiass some examination in arts as 
well as niudicine. In London University, 
1 don't know that) ^ou would be obliged 
to pass an examination in Grook to take a 
B..A. J don't know that the Cnivorsitj- 
of London grants a \'>.\. I have spoken 
to Dr. ( iriltin on two if not three occ;i- 
sioiis. The subject of his scholarship or 
his knowledge of languages did not come 
u]). I am not very familiar with Latin. 
1 am familiar with Bussiaqi letters. I 
think there are .'10 letters in tho Russian 
alphabcit. 1 said the letters in the letters 
W(U-e like Russian because they were more 
modernized than the ancient (Ireek is 
sup))osed to be. 1 am not familiar with 
modern (ireek. The letters in the (ireek 
might be used in modern Cireek. Many 
of the lettora of |the Russian alphabet are 
.ulajited from the Greek. I concluded that 
those dobatable letters W(mld bo Russian 
or model n ( ire(?k when 1 lirst .saw them. 
1 had Jiu.ssian letters written for me to 
make eoni[)arisons with. 

To a juror - 1 .said ihat the writer of 
those letteis stojiped lo dot his i's and 
cross bis I s bofuro finishing the word. It 
is very apparent. The witness proceeded 
to explain lo the court his reasons for the 
statiiineiits. 

George Laiigh^y sworn, said — 1 romimi- 
ber t he day Dr. Grillin was arrested. Ho 
had loft two proseriptimis at tho store. 
Mr. DiiiiBuiuir and, Mr. Whyto came in 
aftorwai-d. I told Mr. Dunsmuirand Mr. 
Whyto that the two were lotioni. There 
was nothing in eithor that any doctor 
would not proscribe. 

To Mr. lrving--Said the presci ipt ions 
were poisons. .Said tiiey had to be dilut- 
ed. Ono contained 10 grains of morpine. 
It takes 180 grains to make 3 drachms. 

Thomas Houghton sworn, said — I know 
Mr. Benjamin Atherton. Have known 
him since beforo the first of .July cjf this 
year. Part of the time since then ho and 
Ilia wife have lived with me. They lived 
with me about live weeks. While living 
with me ho would do little jobs of work 
for ma. His convoisulioii ut tiinoa — 

Mr. Tayhn-— I object. 

Mr, Walker — ^Dou» your lordship allow | 



me to ask what Atherton's general repu. 
tation for veracity was ? 

His lordship - If you only want to bring 
some one who will say he has been told so 

and so is a liar, it ia no proof. Anyone 
might say I am a liar. 1 have hoard sev- 
eral people on tho streets talk libellously 
of Atherton. . 

His lordship ruled the-queara^h not ad- 
missable. 

Mr. Walker asked that a note be taken 
that the (question had been asked, aitd the 
examin.-ition px-oceedod, 

Witness— 1 know quite a^ number of 
jieojile who know Mr. Atherton. 

His lordship- Evoryoiie in court knows 
him by this time. 

Mr. Irving waived his cross-exaniina- 
tion. 

C. A. Yorke, called: 1 know Mr. Ben- 
jamin Atherton very slightly. .' 

Mr. Walke— 'Do.you know his reputa- 
tion for veracity among his neighbors 7 

Mr. Taylor— I ob— 

iMr. Walker -That's all, Mr. Yorke. 

Mr. Taylor— (iood- bye. 

I lis lorilship— Voii can ask youv wit- 
nesses if they would believe Mr. Ather- 
ton on his oath. A''ou cannot ask for what 
may be said iu street scandal about his 
general reputation. You may recall those 
witnesses. 

i\lr. Houghton, recalled: l-would not 
from my knowledge of Atherton's charac- 
ter believe him on oath. 

(Jross-examincd by Mr. Irving — 1 was 
subpo'iiaed to give evidence in this case. 

I have said in conversation that 1 Would 
not believe Atherton on oath. 1 told Dr. 
Griffin, i have never warned Atherton 
against Dr. Qriffin. I have conversed with 
Atherton about Dr. Griffin, Atherton lived 
iu my house feu- several weeks. He told 
me lies. He told me he lia.d got a job at 
•SljO :i month with a Yate's street mer- 
Lili.ii '. I forget the ii;ime. Since living 
ivith me bo dug eight baiis of potatoes iu 
three days, (laughter), wetiled the ono 
side uf a flower bed, (laughter), and clean 
ed the hou-houso, (laughter.) I charged 
Atlioiton nothing for board. I havo had 
IU special conversation about the trial. 1 
do not keep a boarding house. The wife 
and myself keep liunse. V\'o take in a 
friLiul (icciisionally. i don ;. know that it; 
is a recoinnieiid or a detriment to ,\ man 
to live in my house. 1 don't V.now that 
.AtlurNjii i.s married, 1 wasn't at the wed 
iliiig. iduu't know that he is not. He 
has a woman with him. I don't mean to 
say thit I don't believe she is his wife. 

.Mr. Taylor and his hu-dshi|) censured 
tin: witness for iiiHinuating agains.'; the re- 
lati(jns .)f Mr. and Mrs. Atherton. 

Thevitiiess cmitinued to Mr 'Ttiylor — 
Mrs. Atherton was :issisliiig Mrs. .Hough- 
ton in the kitchen, and he hek'ed me 
whenever I wanted him to. I never 
asked him for money for board. I saw 
Atherton, on oath, in the police court. 
He said Some things that could not bo 
true. He s.iid that he was every day at 
the .S"i ii</ M'ltiii! ollice, when ho was part 
of the lime at my bouse. 

Witness cuiitiiiuod to narrate converoa- 
tions with Mr. Atherton. Atherton hiid 
s:iid that he (Athertoii) had told Mr. 
iJimsmuir that there was nothing honor- 
able about him hut his gray Itairs. Ather- 
ton also said he wa.s going to got even 
with Dr. Oritliii. He was g<ung to sue 
Dr. Grilhn for SI(),()OU. From these con- 
vorsations I li ive sworn 1 would not be- 
lijve him (m oath. 

Jacob SchI, called: — 1 know Benjamin 
Atherton. lie worked for me. I told 
him oU several occasions to do less talking 
and more work. I told him I would have 

I I gel simie one else to do the work. I 
. ould not say that I would not believe 
him on oath. 

J. E. Church, sworn — Enow B. F. 
Athortim. I would decline to believe him 
on oa:h. 

To Mr. Taylor— I come from San Fran- 
cisco. 1 havo lived here two years. Am 

in the eonimission business on Johnson 
street. I repre-,eiit .1. Whitt;uii & Oo. , 
Monrie.il, H. iMelv.iy & Co.. London; W. 
,1. Reid it Co., London; A. E. Povey & 
('o., Loiulou; .Si. Thomas Featherstone 
it Co., and Watson & Larkin. I was 
employed with .Jacob Sehl before going 
in the commission business. Met Ather- 
t 111 in Mr. Selil's store. 1 left Sehl's 
. tore in the last of August; Atherton 
e^inio tliero about the middle of August. 
Have known Dr. Grillin since .July. Havu 
met him at ditl'eront limes. Knew him 
persoii.dly. C:illed on him at his hotel. 
I do not know why I was subpuniacd. I 
have told .Air. Walker X could give evi- 
ilence iu this ciise. 1 based my opinion 
of Atherton's veracity on what 1 had 
heard. I heard his ovideiice in the police 
court. His evidence strengthened my 
o))iiriim. I ha\'o no direct evidence 
against bis veracity. Mr. .Sehl told 
me he ha'd iliscb.-irged Atherton. 1 don't 
know what Mr. Sehl has said in court 
Don't remember having had any difficulty

Know Mr. Athur- 
ton. From what 1 know of his general 
reputation I would not believe him on 
oath. 

Cioss-o.x.unini'il— 1 lave known .■Mherton 
since .luiie. Dr. (iritliii and wife have 
boardeil with me for .some time. Havo 
seen .Atherton with the doctor. Never 
saw them go away from tho house together 
more than two or three times. Both 
wore at tho house frequently. They 
might have worke<l together without 
me knowing it. .Mhertoii might 
liiivi! acted .-is bis secret.'iry. 'Tho 
doctor bo;irded with mo fi(im 2!l|h of 
March till he was .anestcd. He did not 
pay up ill full. York, tho former witnoaK, 
used to help about my hotel. He was a 
friend of tho doctor's, I had a great deal 
of sympathy with Mrs. Grillin since the 
cliargi^ was laid. Ha ve Hot coiniiuiiiicated 
ivilli the doctor since the chaige was laid. 
I have exprcs.ieil my opiiii(m about the 
matter. I snp|)ose it is partly from my 
expression of opinion Ihat 1 am here as a 
witness. 1 am ]iai lly here to help the 
doctor out.

Concluded 
he couldn't lie believed on oath after he 
hail been at the honsi; about a week. He 
lied about thinns. It was a little nionoy 
mat ter. 1 know nothing about this ease 
itself at aU. . • / , 

Mr. Taylor-^That'8all,.Mr. McDonald.

Mr. McDonald's evidence' completing 
the testimony for the defence, the court 
adjourned al 10:30 p.m., until this morn- 
ing, when tbe counsel for the defence will 
addruBs the jury.
